The  Giving  Church

the  vast  needs  of  people. 
Cooperative  giving  allows  us 
to  preach  the  gospel  globally. 
Cooperative  giving  allows  us 
to  help  relieve  hunger. 
Cooperative  giving  allows  us 
to  educate  our  young  men 
and  women  in  a  Christian 
context.  At  the  heart  of  a  giv¬ 
ing  church  is  the  willingness 
to  co<^rate  with  others  to 
meet  the  needs  of  people. 

A  second  characteristic  is 
that  its  members  give  consis¬ 
tently.  Paul  urged  the 
Corinthians  to  set  aside  or 
treasure  money  on  the  first 
day  of  the  week  for  the  offer¬ 
ing.  Some  scholars  suggest 
that  the  members  were  to  set 
aside  the  money  at  home  and 
have  it  prepared  when  Paul 
visited  Cormth.  Others  sug¬ 
gest  that  the  money  was  set 
aside  at  church  when  the  peo¬ 


ple  gathered  for  worship. 
While  the  place ‘where  the 
money  was  set  aside  is  debat¬ 
ed,  wnat  is  not  debated  is  that 
they  were  to  develop  the  habit 
of  treasuring  money  consis¬ 
tently  for  the  offering.  Today 
giving  churches  are  those  in 
which  the  members  give  con¬ 
sistently.  They  recognize  diat 
the  needs  are  ever  present. 
Therefore,  the  giving  church 
shares  on  a  con&tent  basis. 

A  third  characteristic  is  diat 
the  members  give  universally. 
This  means  the  opportunity  to 
give  is  for  everyone.  Paul 
wrote,  "Let  every  one  of  you  lay 
by  him  in  store."  In  1  Cor.l:Z6 
he  acknowledged  that  not 
many  wise,  mighty,  or  noble 
were  among  d^  Corinthians. 
Yet,  evenrone  could  give.  The 
Bible  is  rkh  widi  stories  of  giv¬ 
ing.  Some  wonderful  narratwes 


of  giving  are  preserved  in  die 
Bible  to  show  diat  those  who 
have  little  can  give  wordiily. 

In  the  Ola  Testament  a 
widow  gave  her  last  meager 
meal  to  Elijah,  and  God  pro¬ 
vided  for  tier  needs.  In  the 
New  Testament  a  widow  gave 
two  mites  out  of  her  penury 
and  her  g^  was  recognized 
by  Jesus.  Other  stories  reflect 
that  those  who  have  much 
may  give  out  of  their  wealth. 
David  sacrificed  abundantly 
as  he  served  the  Lord.  Mary 
poured  out  a  valuable  oint¬ 
ment  as  an  offering  to  Jesus. 
The  offering  plate  should  be 
passed  down  every  pew. 
Decause  everyone  can  give 
something. 

A  final  characteristic  of  a 
giving  church  is  that  the 
members  give  liberally. 
"Liberality"  suggests  that 
Paul  anticipated  a  gracious 
gift.  Liberal  giving  comes 
&om  the  consciousness  that 
the  Lords  loads  us  with  his 
benefits  and  showers  us  with 
his  blessings.  The  generous 
giver  sings,  "Take  my  silver 
and  my  gold,  not  a  mite 
would  I  withhold." 

When  God's  people  give 
from  joyful  attitudes  ara  gener¬ 
ous  waUets,  we  experience  what 
it  means  to  be  the  giving  church.

"You  will  be  doing  what  God  wants  you 
to  do,  spreading  the  fove  of  Jesus  in  the  hard 
places  and  ^e  dark  places  so  that  someday 
they  won't  be  hard,  dark  places.
